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On 20 January 1953? the Schoenwnlde airfield was occupied by an 
estimated 3,000 to 4,000 troops wearing red-bordered black epaulets 
with artillery and signal insignia, and air force personnel. North 
of the installation, about 40 troops engaged in telephone construction 
and 4 groups each of 3 soldiers received instruction on radio sets. 

About 50 soldiers received basic infantry training in the southwest 
corner of the airfield and, subsequently, they practiced on 76o2-mK;
